One million young people between the ages 
of 14 and 24 who were no longer in school 
were looking for work in October, 1961. The 
incidence of unemployment is always highest 
among young persons who have only recently 
started their careers. The unemployment rate 
for young workers in October, 1961 was 2^/4 
times as high as for older persons. One out of 
every 9 workers under 25 years of age was 
looking for work, compared with only about 1 
out of every 25 in the older age brackets. 

Among out-of-school youth 16 to 17 years 
of age, most of the jobseekers had dropped out 
of the educational system before graduating 
from high school, and were finding the lack 
of education and skill a great handicap. 

Three hundred thousand students who were 
combining school with work were looking for 
jobs at which they could work during their 
free hours. However, employment among the 
younger students (age 14-15) rose by 100,000 
during the year as the population expanded, 
while the 16-17 years old group declined by 
an equal amount.

Importance of Languages 

“Although most youngsters do not realize 
this,” 'Mrs. Bieber commented, “the study of 
language touches our lives greatly, especially 
during these imperilled times in which we 
live. The study of language will bind the world 
more closely together for a better understand¬ 
ing of man through his language and his 
customs.” 

Widely Traveled 

With her family, Mrs. Bieber has toured 
most of Europe. She visited the Scandinavian 
countries, many of the Mediterranean nations 
and most of the countries of Northern Europe. 
Through her world-wide traveling she has 
had the opportunity to observe many different 
systems of government and education. 

She commented particularly on the French 
schools. It seems that under the DeGaulle re¬ 
gime the educational system has been im¬ 
proved tremendously. Youngsters in France 
are now required to remain in school until 
they are at least sixteen years old. 

Activities in the U.S.A. 

Since her arrival in this country in 1958, 
Mrs. Bieber has held many positions. She has 
attended classes at Columbia University, 
taught as a substitute at Seton Hall Univer¬ 
sity, spent some time at the Chapin School,
